President Outlines His Idea Of Peace 
Terms Upon Which War Might Be Ended, 
Urges World Adopt Monroe Doctrine 


k'No Entangling Alliance 
In Concert Of Power," 


President Tells Senate 


Washington,, Jan. 22—Declaring that implications from states- 


aen of the warring powers convinced him a "victorious peace" was 
impossible in the European war, President Wilson today outlined 
to the United States senate and to.the world, his idea of the terms 
upon which the conflict might be ended. 
> 


He recommended that the principle of the Monroe doctrine be 


adopted as the doctrine ot the world, and enumerated 
proposals 


as follows: 


A united, independent and autonomous Poland. 
Freedom of the seas. 
Limitation of naval and military armament. 
Equality of rights. 
Denial that right exists to hand 
-peoples about 
from 


sovereignty to sovereignty contrary to their political and re- 
ligious ideals. 


So far as is practicable, freedom to all nations for full de- 


velopment of resources through direct outlet to the sea. 


Although the president did not mention the situation in the 


near east by direct reference, the statement as to "direct out- 
let to the sea" for all nations, was believed to refer to 
thD 


neutralization of Constantinople and the Dardanelles. 


President Wilson also recommended1 that the United States 


join a- league of nations to enforce world peace he declared there " 
is no entangling alliance in a con-cert of power." 


The president said' a settlement to guarantee peace and justice 


throughout the world cannot be long postponed and that this gov- 
ernment should formulate the conditions -upon which it could ask 
its people to approve adherence to a league'for peace. 


The president declared the present war must first be ended, 


but said, "it makes a great deal of difference," to this government, 
"in what way and upon what terms it is ended.' •'' 
~ 


He declared he was taking it for granted that mere terms of 


peace between the. belligerents will not even'satisfy the warring 
nations, themselves. 


Agreements will not make peace secure, he said, and it will 


be necessary that a force be created to guarantee the permanency 


of the settlement. 


"Very explicit assurances" regarding peace received from the 


belligerents, the president said, imply that the peace must be a peace . 
"without victory." 


PEACE EFFORTS FAIL 


Speaking, he said, "for liberals 
nil friends of humanity in every 
nation and of every program of 
liberty." President Wilson today 
outlined a program of peace for 
the world which he believes would 
ccp all the world safe from future

TEXT OF PRESIDENT'S 


ADDRESS TO SENATE 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 22.—For the second time in history,' 


the president of the United States today addressed a session of 
the senate. 


President Wilson's speech follows: ' 
"Gentlemen of the Senate: On the eighteenth of 
December 


last I addressed an identic note to the governments of the nations , 
now at war requesting them to slate, more definitely .than had 
yet been stated by either group of belligerents, the terms upon 
which they would deem it possible to make peace. 


I spoke on behalf of humanity and of the rights of all nentral 


nations .like our own, many of whose most vital interests the war 
puts in constant jeopardy. The Central Powers united in a reply 
which stated merely that they were ready to meet their autajon- 
sts in conference to discuss terms of peace. The Entente powers 
!iave replied more definitely and have stated in general terms in 
deed, but with'sufficient definiteness to imply details, the arrange- 
iicnts,1 guarantees and acts of reparation which they deem to be: 
lie indispensiblu conditions of a satisfactory settlement. 


"We arc that much nearer a deQnitc discussion of the peace 


vliich shall'end the present war. : "We arc that much nearer 'the 
discussion of the international concert which must thereafter hold 
be world at peace. 


"In every discussion of the peace that must end this war it is, 


akfin for granted tbftt that peace must 
be 
followed 
b}- some 


Icfinitc concert of power which will make it virtually impossible 
hat any such catastrophe should ever overheun us again. Every 
over of mankind, every sane and thoughtful man must take for 
granted.

"I have sought this opportunity to address you -because^ I 


bought that I owed it. to you aii the counsel associated with ine'iu 
he final determination of our international obligations, to disclose, 
to you •without reserve the thought and purpose, that 
have been 


taking form in my mind in regard to the duty o£ our government 
in the days to conic when, it will 'be necessary 
L--to lay afresh • and 


upon a new plan the foundations 'of peace among the nations. 


"It is inconceivable that the people of the 
United, ^States 


should play no part in that :jreat "enterprise.

To take part in such a service will be the. .opportunity . for 


which !hey have sought to prepare themselves by the very^ prin- 
ciples and purposes; of their policy, and the approved -practice of 
their government ever since'the days when they set up'a new natioii 
in the high and honorable hope that it1 might in all that it was and 
did show mankind the .way to liberty. 


"They cannot in honor withhold the service to which tlioy arc 


now about to be challenged. . Thoy do not wish to withhold it. 
But they owe it to themselves and to iither nations of the world to 
state the conditions under which they will feel free to render it. 


"That service is nothing less than this, to add their au- 


thority and their power to the authority and force of other na- 
tions to guarantee peace and justice throughout the world. Sneh 
a settlement counot now he long postponed. It is right that before 
it comes this government should frankly formulate the conditions 
upon which it, would feel justified in asking our people to approve 
its formal and solemn adherence to a league for peace. I am here 
o attempt to state those conditions.

old. Alay be there were thrifty people 'before then, who saw and ob- 
served the wisdom of laying by something for the inevitable rainy 
dav, but they didn't save much in the money of the realm, because 
that was about the scantiest of all commodities. -We say then saving, 
as a custom, began a hundred years ago because with the ending of 
li)UI the two oldest aud lirst savings hanks in America rounded out 
each an even century of existence. These two hanks are the Phila- 
delphia Savings Fund Society and the Boston Provident Savings In- 
stitution. There seems to be no record accessible of the savings these 
institutions guarded away back in 1816', but approximate figures of 
advance since their founding arc at hand. From two the savings 
institutions .have grown and now in existence 2,159, not .including- 
national and state banks; nor building and loan associations, num- 
beriug more than five times as many, and the government itself.1 


The exclusive savings* institutions have ten million depositors with 
.44.700,000,000 in savings; with something like twice that number in 
tlic hanks and companies with savings over another four hillion. 
(If these the building associations have three million members with 
tlcposits amounting to about a billion, five hundred million dollars 
deposits.

in life insurance there doesn't seem that our jibes at ourselves that 
we are the most profligate people on earth is not altogether justified 
»y conditions. Still there is much room for improvement and if we 
were all as prudent as m'any of us are the almost inconceivable 
savings made would he more than doubled in a decade. May be 
they will anyway and the habit of saving is making splendid pro- 
gress.

sweeping denial, declaring he had

Fourth avenue, from four o'clock 
Saturday afternoon until the time 
of his arrest at eleven o'clock Sat- 
urday night. 


Mrs. Murphy corroborated this 


statement by declaring she is posi- 
tive'Terrj' was in her house con- 
tinuously from sis o'clock Satur- 
day evening until the time of his 
arrest. 


- Mrs. Bporlock'i Story 
Before losing consciousness at 


a hospital last night Mrs. 
Spur- 


lock, the only witness alive at that 
time, except the slayer, told what 
had.happened in the Black home 
at the corner of Eighth avenue 
and Twentieth street. She died at 
3,o'cloek^Sunday morning.

When Dr. <J. C. Morrison, whose 


office is directly across .the street, 
arrived, Mrs. Terry and her 
mother were dead. Mrs. Spurlock 
was crying in agony: 


""Terry did it!

Wedd*d Year Ago 


Terry, who came here from Cin- 


cinnati, where he had been con- 
nected with a private detective 
agency, met Miss Lillian Black, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ezra "W. 
31ack, toward the close of the year 
.915. 
Both were, then employed 


n the Perry-Norvell shoe factory. 
Their acquaintance ripened quick- 
y into love,-and on February' 14, 
1916, they were married. The 
couple lived for a time in a cot- 
age on Fourth avenue near Four- 
een'th street, and seemingly their 
mrque was sailing smoothly over 
he matrimonial seas. After a few- 
months they moved to a house on 
Sixth avenue and Tenth 
street.
